The house also passed the Seif bill 
raising the limit of salaries of deputy

They are: 
F irst—The return upon the capital in­ 
vested in railways should be mad* cer­ 
tain through a governm ent undertaking 
or guarantee. 
“Second—The railways should be con 
solidated into comparatively few 
sy s­ 
tems—not more th an eighteen. 
“Third—The railways should be oper­ 
ated by private corporations organized 
under an act of congress.” 
R eadjustm ent Essential 
The senator declared "the 
readjust 
merit of the relations between the gov­ 
ernm ent and the railroads is by far the 
most im portant and most difficult of tit 
many problems of reconstruction” with 
ch*' po ssible exception of the league of 
nations. 
“ I look upon transportation by rail 
way as a governm ental function,” he
